She hop es to be .hie to slide in along­ 
side of Dakota, when that territory comes in. 
There has been much talk about congress re­ 
fusing to admit the territory of Dakota be­ 
cause she would add two new Rep ublican 
members to the senate. 
Montana, on the 
contrary, is said to be Democratic and her ad­ 
mission at the same time with Dakota would 
neutralize the latter’« Rep ublican majority and 
ut the same time add two more states to the 
list. 
The p resent p op ulation of Montana is 
1 2 6,0 0 0 and she hop es to have it increased 
to 150,000 in a few months.

2 ,1 8 61 , but that date also marked the date 
of the death of F r e de r i c k W i l h e l m IV., 
whom the p resent emp eror succeeded, and on 
that account the celebration was p ostp oned 
one day.

T he gain throughout 
the whole country was 12.9 p er cent and out­ 
bade of New York 4 .5 p er cent. 


K A N S A S C IT Y ’S P R O G R E S S . 
Kansas City has much reason to be p roud 
of her achievements during the year just 
closed, for in every p articular was her condi­ 
tion better at its close than at its beginning. 
No other city in the world made such sub­ 
stantial p rogress during the p ast twelve­ 
month. and it is doubtful if the record of her 
growth has ever been surp assed in the history 
of the world. 
No other city of the country 
shows a gain in clearings of 26.1 p ercent. 
In fact, the nearest ap p roach to these figures 
was made by Memp his, whose gain was but 
0 p er cent. 
And this wonderful imp rove­ 
ment was made in a year when two-thirds of 
the cities of the country rep orted heavy losses 
as comp ared with the p revious year. It must 
be remembered, too. that this increase is not 
due to any great business during one month, 
for each month showed an increase over the 
corresp onding p eriod of 18 8 1. 
Nor was it 
due to small clearings for 18 8 4. for that 
year gained over 18 8 3 and 18 8 3 over 18 8 2, 
and 18 8 2 over 18 8 1, and in fact, with the 
single excep tion of 1 8 78 , each year since the 
establishment of the clearing house has made 
a gain over its p redecessor. 
While the state­ 
ment of clearings may betaken as an index of 
the whole business of the city, the details are 
no less interesting and remarkable. 
The 
live-stock and p acking interests have shown a 
growth which elsewhere would have been re­ 
garded as p henomenal, the increase being in 
excess of 30 p er cent! 
In every branch of business the imp rove­ 
ment has been almost equally marked, with 
the single exc ep tion of the grain trade, and 
8 79 new firms have been required to attend 
to the increased business. 
Railroads entering Kansas City have reap ed 
a harvest having done 62 p er cent more 
business than in 18 8 4. 
The wholesale trade in all lines has been 
extremely p rosp erous, and has shown an in­ 
crease ranging, according to the class of busi­ 
ness. from 5 to 25 p er cent. 
In the matter of building Kansas City has 
enjoyed a veritable “boom,’’ the increase ovor 
18 8 4 being no less than 61.4 p er cent, while 
more buildings were erected to the square 
mile than in any other city of the country. 
Real estate has rap idly enhanced in value and 
transact ions have increased mere than $5,- 
0 (H),000, while the assessed valuation has 
¡increased $9 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , or 35.3 p er cent. 


A similar story of advancement might be 
told of every industry in which the p eop le of 
Kansas ( ity are engnged. 
In nothing has 
Kansas City fallen behind in the race for 
sup remacy, and in no direction is there an in­ 
dication that the history of the p resent year 
will be less satisfactory to the believers in 
Kansas City’s future.
